/Statute on the Procedure and Dates of the Conclusion of Five-Year Agreements Be- 
tween the Main Administrations of the USSR Ministry of Trade (Wholesale Organiza- 
tions of the Ministries of Trade of the Union Republics) and Industrial Associa- 
tions (Main Administrations of the Ministries); Approved by the Decree of the State 
Board of Arbitration Attached to the USSR Cour.cil of Ministers of 12 May 1981/ 


/Text/ 1. This Statute is promulgated in development of Paragraph 21 of Decree 

No 695 of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers of 

12 July 1979, "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the Influence of the Eco- 
nomic Mechanism on Increasing Production Efficiency and Work Quality," which 
stipulates for the purpose of increasing the responsibility of the USSR Ministry of 
Trade and industrial ministries, the associations and enterprises of which produce 
consumer goods, for the most complete meeting of the demand of the population for 
these goods the introduction in practice of the conclusion of 5-year agreements be- 
tween the main administrations of the USSR Ministry of Trade (wholesale organiza- 
tions of the ministries of trade of the union republics) and industrial associa- 
tions (main administrations of the ministries). The Statute was also drafted in 
conformity with the Statute on Deliveries of Consumer Goods, which was approved by 
Decree No 161 of the USSR Council of Ministers of 10 February 1981. 


2. The USSR Ministry of Trade and the USSR ministry which is the supplier prior 

to 20 February of the year preceding the five-year plan jointly specify the main 
administrations of the USSR Ministry of Trade and the all-union industrial associa- 
tions, the main administrations and the administrations of the USSR ministry which 
is the supplier, which should conclude 5-year agreements. The list (group assort- 
ment) of goods, for which the agreements will be concluded, are also specified by 
them. For the goods, the balances and plans of the distribution oi which are not 
drawn up by the USSR Ministry of Trade, the agreements are concluded for the vol- 
umes of marketable stocks. 


The USSR Ministry of Trade and the USSR ministry which is the supplier report the 
adopted decision within a 5-day period to the appropriate main administrations, ad- 
ministrations and all-union industrial associations, which are subordinate to them 
and which are obliged to conclude 5-year agreements. Upon receipt of such a report 
they organize the work on the review of the orders of trade enterprises (organiza- 
tions) and their coordination with the drafts of the five-year plans of the produc- 
tion of goods in the specifier assortment and conclude 5-year agreements no later 
than 1 May of the year preced ng the period being planned. 








3. The ministries of trade of the union republics and the ministries (departments) 
of the union republics, which are the suppliers, prior to 20 March of the year pre- 
ceding the five-year plan jointly specify the repubiic wholesale trade organizations, 
the republic industrial associations, the main administraticas ard the administra- 
tions, which should conclude 5-year agreements, as well as establish the list 

(group assortment) of goods for which the agreements are concluded. 


The ministries of trade of the union republics and the ministries (departments) of 
the union republics, which are the suppliers, report the adopted decision within a 
5-day period to the republic wholesale trade organizations, the republic industrial 
associations, the main administrations and the administrations, which are subordi- 
nate to them, av well as to the USSR Ministry of Trade and the appropriate USSR 
ministries which are the suppliers. 


The coordination of the orders of trade enterprises (organizations) with the drafts 
of the five-year plans of production and the conclusion of agreements are carried 
out no late than 25 April of the year preceding the period being planned. 


The Belorussian SSR Ministry of Trade concludes during this period 5-year agreements 
with the industrial ministries (departments) of the republic or with their republic 
industrial associations, main administrations and administrations. 


4. The following established sequence of preliminary work precedes the conclusion 
of 5-year agreements: 


4.1. The ministries of trade of the union republics no later than 10 January of 

the year preceding the five-year plan submit orders for goods to the union republic 
and republic industrial ministries (departments) of the given republic, the Gosplans 
of the union republics and the USSR Ministry of Trade for the five-year plan with a 
breakdown by years. 


On the same date the ministries of trade of the union republics submit consoli- 
dated orders on the total demand for goods to the USSR Ministry of Trade. 


4.2. The USSR Ministry of Trade submits orders for goods prior to 20 January of 
the year preceding the five-year plan to USSR Gosplan, USSR Gossnab and the USSR 
ministries which are the suppliers. 


4.3. The procedure of the submitting and the form of the orders for goods are 
established by the USSR Ministry of Trade. 


4.4. The USSR ministries which are the suppliers, guided by the control figures 
reported by USSR Gosplan on the main indicators and economic standards, prior to 

| February report to the subordinate ministries (departments) of the union repub- 
lics and the all-union industrial associations the limits on raw materials and 
materials, as well as the assignments on the production volumes of goods in physi- 
cal terms, in the group assortment, according to the products list approved by the 
USSR Ministry of Trade and in value indicators, including retail prices with the 
distinction of children's items. 


The USSR ministries which are the suppliers on the same date report the indicated 
assigm nts for the union republics to the USSR Ministry of Trade. 








4.3. The ministries (departments) of the union republics, which are the suppliers, 
an¢ the all-union industrial associations prior to 5 March of the year preceding 
the five-year plan report to the subordinate production associations (enterprises) 
the limits on raw materials and materials and the assignments on the production 
yvolun-s im physical terms, in the group assortment, according to the products list 
ipproved by the USSR Ministry of Trade and in value indicators with the distinction 
of children's goods. 


Ac the some time the above-indicated ministries and all-union industrial associa- 
tions report to the ministries of trade of the union republics the assignments on 
the productix vlames in physical terms, in the group assortment and in retail 

prices each production association (enterprise). The assignments for produc- 
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om © 3seciations (enterprises) on the production volume and the limits of raw 
materials and materials are specified with allowance made for the orders of trade 
enterprises (organizations) for goods. 


4.6. The USSR Ministry of Trade in conformity with the tentative assignments re- 
ceived from USSR Gosplan and from the USSR ministries which are the suppliers re- 
ports to the Cosplans and the ministries of trades of the union republics prior to 
20 February of the year preceding the five-year plan the tentative amounts of mar- 
Ketable stocks and stocks withheld from the market; moreover, it reports to the 
ministries of trade of the union republics on the same date the tentative plans of 
interrepublic deliveries, the deliveries for all-union needs and the deliveries 
for the reserve of industrial processing. 


4.7. The ministries of trade of the union republics with allowance made for the 
entative plans received from the USSR Ministry of Trade on intercepublic deliv- 
eries, the deliveries for all-union needs and the deliveries for the reserve of 
industria! processing, as well as the available assignments for the production as- 
sociations (enterprises) of the republic on the output of goods in physical terms, 
in the group assortment, according to the producic list approved by the USSR Minis- 
try of Trade and in retail prices prior to 10 March of the year preceding the five- 
,ear plan report the corresponding indicators to the republic wholesale trade 


\rganizations. 

4.8. The production association (enterprise) on the basis of the assignments re- 
ceived from the superior organization on the production volume of goods, the estab- 
lished limits of raw materials and materials and the orders arriving from wholesale 
trade organizations draws up a draft of the plan of production of goods according 
to the products list approved by the USSR Ministry of Trade, in physical terms and 
in value indicators by years of the five-year plan and submits it prior to 25 March 
of the year preceding the five-year plan to the wholesale trade organization, in 
whose region of operation they are located, a: well as to the superior organization 
ind to the appropriate wholesale organization of the ministry of trade of the union 
republic. 


The production association (enterprise) submits < certificate on the draft of the 

plan of production of goods versus orders in physical terms and in retail prices to 
the appropriate ministries (departments) of the union republic, which are the sup- 
liers, to the industrial associations and the ministry of trade of the union repub- 


li ‘rior to 1 April of the year preceding the five-year plan. 











4.9. The ministries (departments) of the union republics, which are the suppliers, 
the industrial associations and ministries of trade of the union republics upon re- 
ceipt from the production associations (enterprises) and wholesale trade organiza- 
tions of the drafts of the plans of production versus the orders take additional 
steps to fill the orders, make corrections as needed in the drafts of the plans of 
production and no later than 5 April of the year preceding the five-year plan send 
to the USSR Ministry of Trade, the USSR ministry which is the supplier and the Gos- 
plan of the union republic amended drafts of the plans of the production of goods 
versus the orders of the trade organizations in the group assortment, in retail 
prices and with a breakdown by years of the five-year plan. 


5. With allowance made for the work performed in conformity with Paragraph 4 of 
this Statute the industrial association, the main administration and the administra- 
tion of the ministry which is the supplier draft the 5-year agreement and send the 
Signed draft of the agreement in two copies with appendices to the main administra- 
tion of the USSR Ministry of Trade prior to 15 April of the year preceding the five- 
year plan and to the wholesale organization of the ministry of trade of the union 
republic prior to 10 April. 


The USSR Ministry of Trade and the USSR ministry which is the supplier, as well as 
the ministry of trade of the union republic and the ministry (department) of the 
union republic, which is the supplier, can ascertain that the draft of the 5-year 
agreement on the indicated dates is sent respectively to the main administration of 
the USSR Ministry of Trade, the wholesale organization of the ministry of trade of 
the union republic, the industrial association, the main administration and the ad- 
ministration of the ministry (department) which is the supplier. 


The party which has received the draft of the 5-year agreement no later than 15 days 
after receipt signs it and returns one copy to the organization from which the 
draft was received. 


If upon receipt of the draft of the 5-year agreement objections to its terms arise 
for a party to the agreement, the parties on this date jointly review them, include 
in the agreement all the adopted suggestions, while a statement of differences is 
drawn up on the moot points. The moot points on this date are referred to the exec- 
tives of the appropriate ministries (departments) for settlement. 


When an agreement on the moot issues is not reached by the executives of the minis- 
tries (departments), the disagreements are reviewed by the state board of arbitra- 
tion. 


6. The 5-year agreement is signed by the executives of the organizations which are 
concluding this agreement. 


7. Changes in and additions to the 5-year agreements are made in accordance with 
the procedure and on the dates, which are established for their conclusion. 


8. In conformity with the concluded 5-year agreement the industrial association, 
the main administration and the administration of the ministry which is the supplier 
ensure the production and delivery of the goods, while the main administration of 
the USSR Ministry of Trade and the wholesale organization of the ministry of trade 
of the union republic ensure the sale of the delivered goods.

the improvement of the quality of goods, the removal from production of obsolete 
items and items which are not in demand by the population; 


implement measures which ensure the observance of state discipline of deliveries, 
the increase of the responsibility of associations and enterprises for the fulfill- 
ment of the assignments and obligations on deliveries of goods in the quantity and 
assortment and on the dates, which are stipulated by the contracts which have been 
concluded on the basis of the 5-year agreements; 


organize the operation of subordinate firm stores. 


ll. The main administration of the USSR Ministry of Trade and the wholesale organ- 
ization of the ministry of trade of the union republic: 


ensure the drawing up of economically sound orders for the need and production of 
goods and their timely submittal to the organs of the management of industry; 


implement measures which ensure the observance of planning and contractual disci- 
pline by trade organizations and enterprises, the increase of their responsibility 
for the substantiation of the orders being submitted and the sale of the ordered 
goods ; 


ensure the redistribution, transfer and sale of goods which accumulate in excessive 
amounts at trade enterprises. 


12. For the more complete consideration of the peculiarities of the demand of the 
rural population ior goods and for increasing the influence of the Central Union of 
Consumer Societies and unions of consumer trade cooperatives on the assortment and 
quality of goods the main administrations of the USSR Ministry of Trade and the re- 
public wholesale organizations of the ministries of trade of the union republics 
when drawing and submitting for approval the drafts of 5-year agreements, as well 
as when implementing them without fail enlist in this work respectively the Central 
Union of Consumer Societies and the unions of consumer trade cooperatives of the 
union republics. 


13. The main administrations of the USSR Ministry of Trade, the wholesale organiza- 
tions of the ministries of trade of the union republics, the industrial associa- 
tions, the main administrations and the administrations of the ministry which is the 
supplier for the purposeof monitoring the fulfillment of the agreements review quar- 
terly the information on the progress of the fulfillment of the agreement, take spe- 
cific steps on its fulfillment by the associations (enterprises) and trade crgan- 
izations, annually at the meetings (conferences) of the management aktiv with the 
participation of representatives of the Central Union of Consumer Societies, the re- 
public unions of consumer trade cooperatives, large trade organizations, production 
associations and enterprises summarize the fulfillment of the agreement and outline 
measures on its accomplishment for the next period. 


14. The main administratio.a of the USSR Ministry of Trade and the wholesale organ- 
ization of the ministry of trade of the union republic report the results of the 
fulfillment of the agreements annually during the period prior to | April of the 
following year respectively to the USSR Ministry of Trade and the ministry of trade 
of the union republic. Moreever, the republic wholesale trade organizetions send 





a copy of the repert to the appropriate main administration of the USSR Ministry 


of Trade. 


Tne industrial association, the main administration and the administration during 
+ period submit such reports to the appropriate ministry. 


The USSR Ministry of Trade, the USSR ministry which is the supplier, as well as the 
ministry of trade of the union republic and the ministry of the union republic,

iS. For the delay of the conciusion of a 5-year agreement or for the evasion of 
its conclusion the guilty party pays the other party a fine in the amount of 
100 rubles for each day of delay, but not more than 1,000 rubles. 


6. For the delay of the submittal of orders for goods and the evasion of their 
review the guilty party pays the other party a fine in the amount of 50 rubles for 
each dav of delay, but not more than 500 rubles. 


\/. For the delay of the submittal to the main administration of the USSR Ministry 
* Trade and the wholesale organization of the ministry of trade of the union repub- 
ot the drafts of the plan of production and the evasion by the parties of their 
review the guilty party pays the other party a fine in the amount of 50 rubles for 
each day of delay, but not more than 500 rubles. The seme fine is paid for the un- 
punctual submittal of the approved plan of production. 


is. For the failure to ensure the delivery of goods on the dates, in the assort- 
ment and in the amounts, which are stipulated in the 5-year agreement, including

ministration and the administration pay the main administration of the USSR Minis- 
try of Trade and the wholesale organization of the ministry of trade of the union 
republic a fine in the amount of 0.5 percent of the value of the undelivered goods. 
ly. For the unsound refusal of trade enterprises and organizations to receive the 

sds stipulated in the 5-year agreement the main administration of the USSR Minis-

republic pay the other party a fine in the amount of 0.5 percent of the value of 
the goods, the unsound refusal of the receipt of which was made. 


'. For the evasion of the joint implementation of measures or the failure of a 
irty to meet the obligations assumed in conformity with Paragraphs 8, 9 and 10 of 
he Statute the guilty party pays the other party a fine in the amount of 500 ru- 
les tor each case of infringement. 


21. The parties have the right to stipulate in the 5-year agreement penalties for 
the failure to meet or the improper meeting of obligations, for the breach of which 
penalties are not established by law. 


When concluding 5-vear agreements the parties are guided by the Model Agreement ap- 
ented to this Statute. The parties can make additions to and changes in the 5-year 
izreement subject to the specific interrelations.

ROLE OF FINANCIAL AGENCIES IN IMPROVING CONSUMER GOODS SUPPLY 
Moscow FINANSY SSSR in Russian No 8, Aug 81 pp 13-20

[Text] Fulfilling the party's program objectives of raising public well-being 
covers a broad range of social and economic goals and tasks which are being ac- 
complished in a comprehensive manner in current and medium-range economic 
development plans. 


Definite progress has been made in the development of group B industrial sectors 
during the years of consistent implementation of the party policy of raising the 
material and nonmaterial standard of living of the people. The production of 
consumption goods in the 1970's was almost double production in the preceding 
decade. The desire of working people for many types of goods and services was 
satisfied more fully and the commodity turnover of state and cooperative trade 
became significantly broader. In light industry alone the production of new 
goods of improved quality and assortment increased 4.5 times in the 10th Five-Year 
Plan, while production of goods in the highest quality category rose 6.5 times. 
More than 15 percent of a. footwear produced was model footwear. Goods in 
great demand were produced .n larger quantity. 


At the same time, the 26th party congress also discussed shortcomings in the 
production of consumer goods and the service sphere, in particular failure to ful- 
fill plans for the production of cotton and linen fabrics, knitted goods, foot- 
wecr, and furniture. Plans for the delivery of fabrics, bicycles, refrigerators, 
table lamps, hand soap, and some other types of goods are not being fulfilled 
this year either. Industry and the domestic services system have not yet made 

the changes in assortment and quality of products and services necessary to meet 
the current structure of demand. 


Meeting public needs for food products and consumer goods and improving trade and 
the service sphere are not just an economic problem, but also a social and politi- 
cal one. The decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress envision a rise in the share 
of the consumption fund in national income, and this presupposes above all rapid 
development of the production of consumer goods. Two of the most important 














large-scale special-purpose socioeconomic programs to be carried cut in the 1980's 
are the food program and the program to ircrease consumer goods production. 


Taster erowth in the production of group B products has a beneficial effect on 
raising tne efiectiveness of labor stimuli, strengthening monetary circulation 
and finances, and achieving planned rates and proportions of economic develop- 
ment. 


Finercial agencies at all levels, together with planning agencies, ministries, 
lepar’ sents, associations, and enterprises have now begun implementation of the 
“Basic Directions” of development of the national economy for 1981 and the subse- 
quent years of the five-year plan. The plan for production of consumer goods, 
which is a demanding one and balanced in terms of material, labor, and firiancial 
resources, must be a solid foundation for all subsequent work. A comprehensive 
approach to writing this plan is essential, taking into account the specifi< con- 
ditions of development of each sector. 


As experience has shown, increasing production capacities without considering 
realistic balances of material and labor resources only WOrsens economic indi- 
cators and lowers the output-capital ratio and profitability of production. 

The output-capital ratio has declined almost 15 percent in the last five years in 
the RSFSR textile industry and in Belorussiar light industry, while in the 
Kirghiz SSR it went down 25 percent. Production capacities introduced as long 
ago as 1976-1977 have been only 30-50 percent incorporated at the Shakhtinsk 
Cotton Fabric Combine of the RSFSR Ministry of Technical Industry, the Sumgaic 
Yarn Factory of the Azerbaijan SSR Ministry of Light Industry, the Progress 
Footwear Production Association of the RSFSR Ministry of Light Industry, and at 
several other enterprises. 


The work of the spinning sector has not improved for many years, and this makes 
it difficult to increase the production of fabrics which are in great public 


demond. In the first quarter of 1981, for example, the plan for production of 
ott;> fiber was overfulfilled by five percent, while the plan for production of 
»ttom yarn was underfulfilled by four percent. 


fquioment downtime owing to a shortage of labor and failure to deliver raw ma- 
terials on time is very substantial at spinning and other enterprises of light 
industry. At the Chita Worsted Fabric Combine of the RSFSR Ministry of Textile 
Industry, the Tbilisi Sovetskaya CGruziya Worsted Fabric Combine of the Georgian 
SSP Ministry of Light Industry, and many other plants industrial equipment down- 
time is two-three times planned norms. 


rowth in the production of consumer goods and improvements in their assortment 
ind quality are often delayed by the slowness of related sectors. Certain types 
of equipment that are essential for light and food industry are not manufactured 
at domestic enterprises, and nachinery delivered sometimes does not work at its 
specified productivity. Industry does not receive enough chemical fiber, dyes, 
high-quality fittings, and auxiliary materials. Based on the growing demands of 
the customer, it is essential to bolster the “top fioors"™ of production, involv- 
ing the outward appearance and improved quality of output. 

















Improving plan balance by developing related sectors and increasing deliveries of 
highly productive equipment, eliminating “tight spcts™ in production, and the 
questions of human working and living conditions are extraordivarily important 

in stepping up the production of consumer goods. At the same time, the plan for 
production of these goods in the llth Five-Year Plan should fully reflect the 
main demand of the party: putting the economy on an intensive footing. 


This means above all maximum implementation of internal reserves available in the 
sector for better use of material resources by reducing losses of raw material, 
full processing of raw material, raising labor productivity by improving the or- 
ganization of the production process, concentrating capital investment at start- 
up projects, and putting above-norm commodity-material assets and uninstalled 
equipment into economic circulation. The initiative and persistence of financial 
agencies when drawing up the draft plan should be directed to mobilizing these 
resources. 


The economic indicators of the largest subsector of light industry, the textile 
subsector, can be improved significantly by refining the structure of production. 
It is common knowledge, for example, that the capital-intensiveness of production 
of worsted linen and nonwoven textiles averages one-third less than weaving. 
Capital investment in the production of these articles is repaid quickly. The 
production of nonwoven materials makes it possible to conserve high-grade natural 
raw materials and use less home-quality fabric for industrial purposes. However, 
the proportion of these production facilities is hardly growing at all, and the 
assignments for increasing production of nonwoven materiais are not being ful- 
filled. 


Expenditures for raw material are 80-90 percent of prime cost in light and food 
industry. Under these conditions, the question of comprehensive processing and 
reducing waste and losses is critical. In the 10th Five-Year Plan financial 
agencies made numerous well-founded suggestions for establishing better norms and 
improving the use of raw materials. These suggestions were considered in the 
plans of the sectors that produce consumer goods and in additional assignments for 
their production. Continued study of these matters is timely in the llth Five- 
Year Plan as well. 


The findings of audits made in 1981 show that associations and enterprises in the 
leather footwear, meat, and butter-fat industries and machine buildirg are still 
planning too-high expenditure norms. Improvements in the technical equipment of 
enterprises, better conditions for raw material storage and processing, and the 
introduction of progressive new technology are not taken into account. It ap- 
pears thet this reflects the established practice of overstating orders for raw 
and processed materials in a situation where certain types are scarce. At the 
same time, the material resources actually allocated are not always reconciled 
with norms of production stock and assignments to lower production costs. It is 
essential to coordinate the work of planning, supply, and financial services 

with respect to establishing norms and use of raw materials at all levels of pro- 
duction management, from the enterprise to the sector. 


Setting norms too high makes it pogsible toc conceal not only misuse of the raw 
material itself, but also overexpenditures in other sub-headings of production 
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costs. The existing norms for natural loss at certain enterprises of the meat 
industry are 10 percent and more greater than actual losses, as the result of 
improvements in industrial processes. Some of the enterprises that were audited 
are not comp!ying with optimal conditions for cooling and freezing output. As a 
result, significant deviation from planning norms occurred during storage and 
-onditions are created for abuses. 


he avlit identified cases of violations of technical discipline with a result- 

* .verexpeaditure of raw material and loss of resources for producing goods in 
gtest jemand. Im the Kirghiz SSR, for example, the overexpenditure of raw 
material in cotton spinning reached almost nine percent of technological norms 
(about 2,000 tons); this is an amount sufficient to produce 12 million meters of 
fabric. The Krasnodar, Shakhtinsk, and other cotton fabric combines regularly 
use too much yarn. 


In the food industry sugar resources are used irrationally; many products are 

preduced with too much sugar in them. Opportunities to substitute fruit-berry 

intermediate products, carmel syrup, and other raw materials for sugar are not 

adequately used. In the fourth quarter of last year alone the overuse of sugar 
per ton of sugar items in the confectionary industry exceeded 15 kilograms, and 
matched against a ton of carmel syrup it was 17 kilograms. Sugar resources are 
used poorly in the beer-non-alcoholic beverage and canning industries. 


The "Basic Directions” of development of the USSR national economy for the llth 
Five-Year Plan posed the challenge of producing and introducing low-waste and 
no-waste technology. In light and food industry this means above all compre- 
hensive processing of raw material and utilization of all its valuable com 
ponents. Incidentally, in many cases the phrase "production waste” itself is 
used incorrectly. Frequently the subject is not in fact using waste products, 
but rather using valuable by-products that are formed during production of the 
»asic output. In the dairy industry, for example, nonfat milk and buttermilk 
are produced during the production of butter, cheese, and cottage cheese. 

These nutritional products differ from whole milk only by their fat content. 
However, less than 40 percent of the nonfat milk and buttermilk goes for 
processing and less than 20 percent of the oy More than a million tons of 
whey is simply run off into the sewage system.* By using such “waste products" 
to produce dry milk products, which can be stored for a long time and are easy 
to transport, it is possible to greatly increase the production and broaden the 
assortment of icecream, macaroni, confectionary, and pastry goods and to raise 
production pro itability. 


The food industry uses only a small amount of waste material from the canning, 
winemaking, sugar, and other sectors. In the manufacture of apple juice, for 
example, roughly 100,000 tons of raw crushed apples are formed each year. Only 
half of this amount is used to produce pectin, a valuable substitute for imported 
raw material in the production of fruit candy, marmalade, and other confectionary 
articles and canned fruit-vegetable goods, which are in great demand. If the 
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secondary products of winemaking were fully used the national economy would re- 
ceive a large additional quantity of grape ethyl alcohol, tartaric acid, vegetable 
fat, and feed products for animal husbandry each year. The use of spinning waste 
for blends in domestic spinning production is several times lower than abroad. 

The use of restored wool has even declined in recent years. Calculations show 
that fuller use of good spinning wastes would allow an increase of at least 

three percent in the production of cotton and wool yarn. 


Local industry should make a large contribution to incre sing trade resources. 
Each year its enterprises produce five billion rubles worth of cultural- 

domestic and household goods. Production in local industry will increase 40 per- 
cent during the five-year plan. This is a higher rate of development than envi- 
sioned for group B sectors. It is especially important here to search for local 
resources and to make fuller use of waste products at enterprises under USSR and 
republic jurisdiction. At the present time, however, the share of local re- 
sources in the production of local industry output barely reaches 10 percent, and 
the remainder is centrally distributed resources, People in the local areas 

show little initiative in searching for opportunities to produce goods from 
local resources taking regional features of demand into account. Odesskaya 
Oblast, for example, imports almost 90 percent of the orchard and garden equip- 
ment and other small household and everyday articles it needs. The situation 

is similar in many oblasts of the RSFSR, the Ukraine, and other republics. 


A resolution was adopted recently to stimulate greater production of goods from 
local raw materials. The consumer goods funds of the republic ministries and 
departments and the consumer cooperative systems will now receive 15 percent of 
the profit from sale of nonfood goods made with local raw materials. Enter- 
prises are also authorized to direct up to 50 percent of the profit from produc- 
tion of articles using good, defective, and uncertified raw materials to the 
consumer goods fund as compared to 25 percent under the former system. This will 
make it possible to increase the material incentive for participants in the pro- 
duction of this kind of output and will give enterprises the capital to expand 
capacities for the production of consumer goods. The application of this new 
system to enterprises of USSR and USSR-republic jurisdiction would increase 
their incentive to produce goods using production waste products. 


Full use of raw material also requires, however, a certain reorganization in the 
local areas and setting up conditions for keeping track of and using available 
resources. 


At the present time they do not have reliable information on the total volume of 
waste and by-products in the range of the enterprises (especially machine 
building and heavy industry enterprises of USSR and USSR-republic jurisdiction). 
This hinders broadening the assortment and specializing production. In a number 
of sectors no real accounting for waste preducts is done at all; their volume 

is calculated by factors of the production of finished output. 


All these problems demand immediate solution. In places where local initiative 
is combined with essential organizational steps at republic agencies, success 
is insured. In Estonia 21 light industry enterprises out of 23 are using waste 
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products in production. Tnis same republic has experience with centralized 
processing of waste products from wood processing facilities and low-grade wood 
at the specialized Pyussi Fiberboard Combine. 


im recent years there has been a significant broadening of the assortment and 
improvement of the quality of cultural-domestic and household goods and articles 
from light industry. When the sphere of application oftemporary prices was 
»roadened to new goods of the improved assortment enterprises had greater oppor- 
tunities to compensate for the costs of reorganizing production, improving the 
quality of output, and giving employees material incentive, 


But this reserve for increasing trade resources is not receiving proper attention 
everywhere. Machine building and heavy industry enterprises are not submitting 
proposals to increase the production of new cultural-domestic and household goods 
of improved quality with the index "N." The RSFSR Ministry of Textile Industry 
and the ministries of light industry of Azerbaijan, Kazakhstan, and Turkmenistan 
are producing less output with the index than the average for light industry. 
Opportunities for upgrading the assortment with go:ds of improved quality are 
least used in the china and porcelain industry. For light industry as a whole, 
almost 40 percent of the assortment is replaced each year, but just 12 percent 
with new goods of improved assortment and quality. 


At some enterprises of light and food industry in the Union republics there have 
been cases where the state inspection service has lowered the price of vir- 
tually an entire batch of delivered goods or declared them defective. In recent 
times penalties for low-quality output have frequently been imposed on footwear 
enterprises. 


It is essential to be more demanding with respect to questions of planning grade 
levels. An analysis of reports and the findings of audits testify that the plans 
of garment, footwear, and textile industries have a lower grade factor this year 
than was achieved last year, which plainly does not promote improved product 
quality. Some associations and enterprises have accepted and live with a low 
level of technological discipline and are not taking steps to improve the 
products being produced. The Tajik SSR plan even envisions producing almost 
40 percent of second grade model footwear, while in Turkmenistan the figure is 
about 25 percent. 


The use of raw materials fer products that are known not to be in demand cannot 
be tolerated. An audit revealed that the Frunze Footwear Association planned to 
produce zbout 70,000 pairs of such footwear in 1981. The trade organizations re- 
fused trem. It is no surprise that this association's balance of finished output 
rose 50 percent while production volume increased just two percent. Last year 
the association paid its customers 1.4 million rubles in penalties, which was 
more than half of planned profit. Financial agencies, in contact with trade 
organizations, must raise the question of timely reorganization of production in 
conformity with the demands of customers as early as the stage of checking on 

the distribution of plans. 


At the present time financial agencies make very few proposals on increasing the 
production of new goods of improved quality and assortment. Contract prices, 
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an important level for rapidly switching production to stylish and high-quality 
goods, are hardly used at all. In 1980 the Ukrainian SSR Ministry of Finance, 
after analyzing the capability of light industry associations and enterprises of 
the republic, proposed that the production of gocds of improved assortment be 
raised by 80 million rubles. The proposal was adopted and implemented during 
fulfillment of the plan. This is a graphic example of combining the search for 
reserves with skillful use of economic levers to improve the assortment and 
quality of output. 


Prices cannot operate effectively as an economic lever to improve the assortment 
of consumer goods without a corresponding system of penalties. Unfortunately, 
the procedure for reducing wholesale prices for goods that are not in demand is 
rarely used. It must be remembered that the production of such goods is a 
direct loss of social labor and raw and processed materials. There should 
be more proposals to establish markdowns from wholesale prices and thus create 
an economic barrier against wasting resources. 


In economic practice the state of balance depends not only on plan balances but 
also on strict fulfillment of obligations in terms of time, assortment, and 
quality of output delivered by each sector, association, and enterprise. Eco- 
nomic managers still do not always insist that associations and enterprises do 
this without fail. 


The system for evaluating economic activity taking account of fulfillment of 
contract conditions is gradually strengthening plan discipline. The delivery 

of cultural-domestic articles and household goods to the trade system rose seven 
percent in the first quarter of this year compared to the corresponding period 

of last year. Unfortunately, this is not the situation with all goods. In 

light and food industry, for example, there are several times as many associa- 
tions and enterprises that are not fulfilling their plans taking account of 
delivery obligations than there are associations and enterprises who are not ful- 
filling their plans for total volume of sales. This usually means underdelivery 
of goods in great demand. The plan for delivery of mopeds, colored televisions, 
and galvanic elements and batteries is not being fulfilled, There must be 

daily checks, unconditional application of mutual penalties for breach of a 
contract, and constant attention to this aspect of evaluating the work of associ- 
ations and enterprises when financial agencies and bank institutions analyze 

the ceurse of plan fulfillment and the results of work, so that the decisions of 
higher-ranking agencies and balance commissions will always reflect concrete ‘ 
steps to eliminate shortages. 


Another critical matter is something that reduces the effectiveness of the system 
for evaluating work results. I am referring to the forms in which this system 

is applied to the sectors that deliver agricultural raw materials, taking ac- 
count not only of quantity but also of the quality of output. Some steps in 

this direction have already been taken. Grapes for industrial processing are re- 
ceived and paid for with consideration of sugar content. Graded prices for raw 
cotton are being introduced in 1981. But there are still a large number of un- 
resolved problems here. 
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Work is going slowly in the republic to switch before 1984 to receiving and pay- 
ing for sugar beets taking into account sugar content. The lack of clearcut 
responsibility for the production of final output not only has a negative ef- 
fect on th? technology used to raise and harvest sugar beets, but also obstructs 
steps to reduce losses during transportation, storage, and processing. It was 
not chance that these losses were double the planned norms at sugar plants in the 
Ukraine in the 10th Five-Year Plan. 


Financial agencies, together with price formation agencies, should keep strict 
track of whether state purchase prices comply with base conditions taking into 
account the economic results of the enterprises that process agricultural raw 
materials. This is entirely in line with the task of improving cost accounting 
relations in the agroindustrial complex. 


A distinctive feature of planning the production of consumer goods is, of course, 
shaping the assortment in the stage of the draft plan based on the results of 
wholesale fairs where the proposals of industry and requests of trade organiza- 
tions are reconciled. This work has improved somewhat in recent years. But 
still the principal demand, operational reorganization of production in con- 
formity with public demand, is not being entirely met. Some financial agencies 
have become less demanding in this important sector. As a result, there was a 
discrepancy of hundreds of millions of rubles in the assortment of light industry 
goods throughout the first quarter of 1981. This means that plan assignments are 
not being fully delivered to the enterprises and the planned balance between conm- 
modity resources and public demand was not secured. This matter needs constant 
attention. After all, the work of the wholesale fairs to coordinate the assort- 
ment of output for 1982 has already begun and will in large part determine in- 
dustrial success in producing consumer goods next year. 


A sienificant weakness of the planning work of the sectorial ministries and 
departments and industrial associations is lowering plan assignments ‘#f the 
first quarter and transferring them to the last months of the year. 


in the Union republics the growth rates for production of food industry output 
adopted for the first half of 1981 were much lower than those envisioned by the 
annual plan and lower than those actually achieved in the corresponding period 
last year. This practice does not enhance the mobilizing force of the plan. 

As we know, this is not the first year that the associations and enterprises of 
this sector have failed to handle their ratified plan assignments. The same 
thing is true in light industry. With an annual plan that put growth at 4.2 
percent the Uzbek SSR Ministry of Light Industry planned a growth rate of 2.3 
percent for the first quarter, and the actual rate was 5.5 percent. A similar 
situation occurred in the ministries of light industry of the Kirgiz, Armenian, 
and certain other Union republics. 


According to existing procedures each carryover of production assignments should 
be coordinated with financial indicators and therefore it should ordinarily be 
written up at the appropriate financiai agencies. But some local financial 
agencies sometimes even ask for help in adjusting the plans of particular asso- 
ciations and enterprises. A careful check to see that plans have been delivered 
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to performers and broken down by quarters in a correct manner and preventing 
cases of plan adjustments based on actual performance are a concrete contribution 
that financial agencies can make to strengthening plan discipline. 





The work of financial agencies to find capacities for edditional consumer goods 
production and improving their quality and assortment by fuller loading of pro- 
duction capacities and more rational use of processed materials and local raw 
materials fosters both an improvement in the balance of coumodity turnover and an 
increase in budget income. Last year RSFSR associations and euterprises adopted 
additional obligations to produce such goods worth 1.3 billion rubles in retail 
prices, and the budget received more than 360 million rubles extra from the sale 
of these goods. This work is well organized in the Ukraine, Belorussia, 
Uzbekistan, and the Baltic republics. In 1981 the ministries and departments of 
the USSR must submit proposals to increase commodity resources by at least 2.8 
billion rubles. In their search for additional commodity resources local fi- 
nancial agencies rely on the findings of analysis and audit, Thus, in the first 
quarter of this year the employees of the financial department and bank office of 
Pervomayskiy Rayon in Vitebsk, after analyzing possibilities of lowering the 
labor intensity of output and conserving raw materials at the Vitebsk Carpet 
Combine imeni 50-Letiya Oktyabrya, proposed increasing the production of carpets, 
padding, and nonwoven material by more than 1 miliion rubles. In all, deci- 
sions adopted to increase commodity resources based on proposals of the rayon 
financial department with the participation of other local crganizations will in- 
crease commodity turnover by 2.7 million rubles. 


In a number of sectors and regions of the country, however, this was not done 
vigorously enough in the first half of the year. Specifically, the capacities of 
the associations and enterprises that produce cultural-domestic and household 
goods in certain subsectors of light industry are not being fully used. Yet 

this is exactly where there are many unused reserves, especially by renewing and 
improving the assortment. 


There is a great deal to be done in assigning the plans for 1982 and the later 
years of the five-year plan. It is essential that plan assignments correspond 
absolutely and completely to the document "Basic Directions” of economic and 
social development and take maximum advantage of the new system of fund forma- 
tion. An important feature of this system is material incentive for adopting 
supplementary assignments in current plans compared with control figures in five- 
year plans. This should be used to mobilize internal reserves for increasing the 
production and improving the quality of consumer goods, Of course, the planned 
amounts in the material incentive fund can be increased substantially over calcu- 
lated amounts by employing this factor. The same stimuli will operate during 
fulfillment of the plan. 


Ongoing operational monitoring of the fulfillment of plans for production and de- 
livery of consumer goods is very important. Where necessary it is wise to conduct 
audits jointly with bank institutions. Financial agencies should cooperate with 
the economic and production services of ministries, departments, associations, 

and enterprises to identify the causes of lagging in order to plan concrete organi- 
zational and technical steps to improve the delivery of raw material, raise 














product quality, create the necessary stocks, and strengthen the warehouse 
system and transportation services for marketing output. 


All economic and control work, the financial resources allocated, and the forms 
of economic incentive employed should be aimed at possessive changes in the 
structure of production, growth in the production of consumer goods, and im- 
provement in their quality and assortment. This was reflected in the Plan of 
Organizational Measures of the USSR Ministry of Finance in furtherance of the 
decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


Systematically raising the level of economic knowledge and professional training 
of the employees of financial agencies, careful study of the characteristics of 
national economic sectors in the new stage of economic development, and refining 
financial planning and the entire economic mechanirm will enable us to use the 
capabilities and resources of the country more fully to meet the challenges set 
down by the 26th CPSU Congress.

EXPERIENCE IN EMPLOYING NORMATIVE NET OUTPUT INDICATOR DESCRIBED 
Moscow MOLOCHNAYA PROMYSHLENNOST in Russian No 6, Jun 81 pp 4-9

[Text] The decree of the CC CPSU and USSR Council of Ministers “On An Improvement 
of Planning and a Strengthening of the Influence of the Economic Mechanism on Im- 
proving Production Efficiency and the Quality of Work" provides for the introduct- 
ion into the practice of planning of the net output (normative) indicator--NNO. 
This is a result of the economic content of this indicator which makes it possible 
to objectively evaluate the contribution of an enterprise collective to the crea- 
tion of mater‘il goods. 


Net output is newly created value which is composed of wages, social insurance 
allotments, and profits. On the scale of the economy as a whole it is national 
income. 


In contrast to gross (commodity) output, net output does not take account of the 
value of raw materials and materials. in this way, a double count of embodied 
labor is excluded. 


[n contrast to actual net output which is obtained by deducting all material ex- 
penditures from gross output, the amount of normed net output is calculated on the 
basis of stable normatives, the so-called net output prices. 


Since 1 July 1980 an economic experiment has been in effect on the employment of 

the normative net output indicator in planning and evaluating the work of the pro- 
duction associations and enterprises of the dairy industry of the Lithuanian SSR, 
Moldavian SSR, Latvian SSR, Estonian SSR, and of the All-Union “Soyuzkonservmoloko" 
Producticn Association, and also of individual production associations of the RSFSR, 
Ukrainian SSR, Georgian SSR, and Kazakh SSR. 


This was preceded by preparatory work whose most important stage was the develop- 
ment of average branch net output norms for the entire products list of the output 
produced by the industry's enterprises. This was done on the basis of the approp- 
riate methodological instructions which had been approved by Gosplan USSR, the 





USSR State Committee for Prices, the USSR Ministry of Finance, and the USSR State 
Committee for Labor and Social Questions and agreed upon by the USSR Central Stat- 
istical Administration. The net output norm for each product is determined m the basis 
of its projected (planned) cost which is taken by price forming agencies as the 

vase for the establishment of the wholesale price.

Where 3 Tap --is is the wages (basic and additional) of production workers plus 
social insurance allctments; 


3 iTey --is the wages of industrial production personnel for servicing and 
managing production; 
Ty --is normative profits established on the basis of the profitabil- 
ity norm. 


The wages of production workers is determined by totaling up the expenditures for 
the corresponding items of the product cost calculation. 


The amount of the wayes of the industrial production personnel for the servicing and 
management of production is determined on the basis of the coefficient Ks, which 
characterizes the relationship of the wages of these categories of workers to the 
wages of production workers.

Where 3 Ne --is the basic and additional wages of industrial production per- 
sonnel (according to the data in form 5, line 060 of the annual 
report); 


3x p --is the basic and additional wages of production workers (accord- 
ing to the data of form 6, lines 050 and 060 of the annual re- 
port). 


Ihe profits which are subject to inclusion in the net output norm are calculated 

on the basis of the profitability norms which are established in the price lists as 
the relationship of profits to cost, minus direct material expenditures (the cost 
of raw materials, fuel, electric energy, materials, and semi-finished goods). 


In the process of working out average branch net output norms it became necessary zs 
to refine a number of methodological propositions: on determining the wages of 
production workers, and on the formation of profits. 


The necessity for making changes in the standard methodological instructions is 
connected with the specific nature of the dairy branch, in particular, with the ab- 
sence of fixed wholesale prices for the basic types of dairy products; with the 
larye differences in the labor intensiveness of output; and with the different pro- 
fitability levels of dairy output (the level of profitability in relation to full 
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costs fluctuates for individual types of output from losses to 50 percent profits, 
and there are even greater fluctuations with respect to profits in relation to costs, 
minus direct material expenditures). 


The standard methodological instructions recommend that the amount of individual 
profits contained in the wholesale price of a product be included in the net out- 
put norm. Due to the sharp fluctuations in profitability level for types of output 
the use of net output norms including individual profits will distort the labor 
productivity indicator. 


In working out the net output norms for dairy industry products the following meth- 
odology which has been coordinated with Gosplan USSR and approved by the USSR Min- 
istry of Meat and Dairy Industry is used. The average branch progressive (norma- 
tive) technological labor intensiveness of a unit of product is put at the basis 
of wages of production workers. Average branch technological labor intensiveness 
includes the labor expenditures of production workers from the reception of the 
milk to the delivery of finished output for shipment. Profits are included in the 
norms for all types of dairy products in accordance with a single profitability 
norm which is established as the relationship of the profits actually obtained in 
the dairy industry to the cost of commodity output, minus direct material expend- 
itures. 


On the basis of this methodology the All-Union Scientific Research Institute of the 
Dairy Industry jointly with the Siberian Branch and with the participation of the 
All-Union Scientific Research Institute of the Butter-and Cheese-Making Industry 
has developed average branch net output norms for all of the types of products for 
which normative-technical documentation and prices have been established. Unified 
norms have been adopted for all of the enterprises of diverse production directions, 
regardless of the amount of milk processed. 


Before the beginning of the experiment a production check was conducted for the net 
output norms at a number of enterprises (associations). The data on plan fulfill- 
ment and on the growth rates of the production of normative net and gross output 
for a city dairy plant is cited in Table 1. It shows that the percentage of plan 
fulfillment for the production of normative net output was lower by 2.2 points in 
1975, 1.3 points in 1976, and only .2 points in 1977, compared to gross output. In 
1978 the percentage of plan fulfillment for the production of normative net output 
exceeds the percentage of plan fulfillment for the production of gross output. In 
1979 there is a failure to fulfill the plan both for gross and for NNO as a conse- 
quence of the nonfulfillment of the dairy products production plan in nature, but 
the level of fulfillment for gross output is higher than for normative net output. 
This is explained by changes in assortment. 


A comparison of production growth rates calculated on the basis of wholesale prices 
as of 1 January 1975 and of normative net output during the years 1976-1979 shows 
an outstripping growth in the productio: of the latter. The difference in the 
growth rates for the production of normative net and gross output in the years of 
the five-year plan fluctuates from +2.3 to -6.7 percent (points). This develop- 
ment took place under the influence of changes in the assortment and structure of 
the output produced, which is witnessed by the data for 1975-1979 cited in Table 2.

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\n analysis shows that in 1979 a decrease in the production of labor intensive out- 
put exercised an ‘nitluence on decreasing the growth rate of the production of 


rmat ive t outeut. Thus, in 1975 the production of tvorog came to 22 percent 
Oo: e tote! precection of normative net output, while in 1979 it was only 9.3 per- 
cent; there was a corresponding decrease in the packaged produce from 18.5 to 6.3 
percent. For the enterprise as a whole the proportion of normative net output in 
grocs output decreased from 15.6 to 14.6 percent. 
During tie years 1975-1979 there was an increase at the enterprise in the product- 
ion low-fat outouc (milk and kefir with 2.5 percent fat, sour cream with 20 
percent iat) and a decrease in the production of materials intensive output (sour 
cream with a 30 percent fat content, tvorog with 18 percent fat), which influenced 
am increase in the normative net output indicator. However, this did not make up 
for the Losses in volume from the decrease in the production of the most labor 


intensive output. On the whole, the influence of the changes in the assortment 
and structure of the output in 1979 compared to 1975 led to a decrease in the 


growth in the production of normative net output compared to gross output of 6./7 
percent, which, in its turn, had a negative effect upon the use of the wage fund. 
Th erexpenditure of the wage fund of industrial production personnel per per- 
centage point of plan fulfillment for normative net output came to 20,000 rubles. 


ihe labor productivity indicator is closely interconnected with the volume of pro- 
duction. lan fulfillment and the growth rates of labor productivity, calculated 
normative net and gross output during 1975-1979, are characterized by the data 
of Table 3. It can be seer from it that the percentage of plan fulfillment for 
labor productivity and the dynamics of the growth rates in the net output and 
wholesale price norms are analogous to the percentage of plan fulfillment and the 
dynamics of growth rates for the production of normative net and gross output.

\n analysis of the experimental use of the NNO indicator in 1980 showed that of 
‘our union republics, in three (Moldavian SSR, Latvian SSR, Estonian SSR) the level 
of pian fulfillment for normative net output was greater than for gross cutput, 
while ‘in the Lithuanian SSR it was lower. Of seven production associations, in 

two (haraganda, Tbilisi ) it is higher, while in five, (Bashkir, Donetsk, Stravropol', 
Khac'kov, Gor'kiy), on the contrary it is lower. In the All-Union "Soyuzkonserv- 
moloko” Production Association this indicator is practically the same. It should 
be noted that at the enterprises of this association the experimental use of norm- 
itive net output was carried out in accordance with norms formed on the basis of 
iverage branch (normative) labor intensiveness and profitability differentiated 

by products groups (dry whole milk, canned milk products, and so forth). 


fhe results of the work in evaluation on the basis of NNO for 1980 will look much 
vetter when they are compared with the corresponding period of 1979. Im all of 
ihe union republics and production associations, with the exception of the Latvian 
SSR, they are higher than for gross output. 


An analysis of the structure of the production of output showed that a deviation 
by normative net output from gross output depends upon the observance of planned 
assortment. In particular, a nonfulfillment of the plan for the production of 
packeged and tat-tree output, and also changes in the plamed structure of the use of 
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raw materials exercised and influenced on decreasing the production of normative 
net output compared to gross output. 


As a result of the different proportions of normative net output in gross output 
(Table 4), a non-observance of planned assortment is reflected to a greater degree 
upon it. In the dairy industry as a whole the proportion of normative net output 
in gross output comes to 21.3 percent, while for product groups it fluctuates from 


8.5 to 6/7 percent.

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A study of the relationship between normative net and gross output by product 
groups shows that the new indicator will interest enterprises in producing output 
which has a aigher Labor intensiveness (sour milk output, cheeses, tvorog products, 
ice cream), and also low-fat and fat-free output. 


linus, in the total amount of gross output non-fat output comes to 1.1 percent, 
wile in the total amount of normative output it comes to 3.4 percent; that is, it 
increases by three times. Similarly, the production of tvorog in total gross out- 
put comes to 1.5 percent, while in normative output it is 5.4 percent, that is, it 
increases by two cimes. 


The tulfiliment of the plan for the production of labor intensive output and low 
tat and fat-free output has a substantial influence on increasing the normative 
net output indicator compared to gross output. Thus, “advantageous” and "disad- 
vantageous”" output is discovered, which can frequently lead to an overfulfillment 
of the assignments for the production of fatty cheese and fat-free dairy output 
and to an underfulfillment of the plans for the production of whole milk products 
and butter. Thus, in 1980 in the Donetsk Dairy Industry Association the amount of 
normative net output per 1,000 rubles of gross output came to (in rubles):

thus, a production check of the average branch net output norms and the results 

of the economic experiment on using the new indicator in planning 1980 have shown 
that net output (normative) stimulates a strict compliance with the plamed struct- 
ure of production; increases the interest in the production of packaged, low-fat, 
f.t-free, and other more labor intensive output; and more objectively reflects 

the degree of the fulfillment of planning assignments for labor productivity grow- 
th rates and the use of the wage fund. 


At the same time, with the use of normative net output the stimulus to improve 
quolity is decreased, since with equal labor intensiveness the net output norm 
for products of the top and first grade is the same. 


The USSR State Committee on Prices has established a procedure under which the 
net output norm for such goods has to be differentiated by grades. In this con- 
nection, new norms for products which have grade should be worked out and during 
the course of the experiment their influence on improving the quality of output 
should be studied. 
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The holding of the experiment in 1980 does not make it possible to disclose all 

of the advantages of this indicator, since the industry operated under difficult 
conditions connected with raw material supplies. It would be useful to continue 
the experiment in 1981 and generalize the practice of using the normative net out- 


put indicator in the planning and evaluation of the work of union republics, ass- 
ociations, and enterprises.

DEVELOPMENT OF ENTERPRISE SUBSIDIARY FARMS ENCOURAGED 
" PRAVDA' Editorial 

Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 21 Aug 81 p 1 

/Editorial: "Plant Agrarian Shop"/ 


/Text/ To attain a reliable supply of food and agricultural raw materials for the 
country is one of the party's main social and economic goals. As noted at the 26th 
CPSU Congress, the subsidiary farms of industrial enterprises and associations are 
called upon to play a useful role in the solution of this vitally important prob- 
lem and all-out support should be given to them. 


Practice convincingly confirms that, where there is genuine concern for the devel- 
opment of subsidiary farms, they bring a perceptible yield. For example, the sub- 
sidiary farms of Glavtyumen'neftegaz annually deliver up to 7,000 tons of milk, 18 
million eggs and hundreds of tons of meat to the workers’ table. At the Tbilisi 
Aviation Plant imeni Dimitrov the agricultural shop is considered one of the most 
important sections. Its development is envisaged by the enterprise's plan for so- 
cial and economic measures. Owing to such an approach to this matter, the plant's 
public dining combine is among the best in the republic. 


Everywhere the agricultural shops of enterprises can and should become a serious 
source for the replenishment of food resources and improve supply for restaurant 
workers. As a rule, they are established on previously uncultivated land. This 
opens up the possibility for an efficient utilisation of food waste and heat from 
industrial production. Thus, with a skillful organization of work subsidiary farms 
are quite effective and make it possible to increase food resources. Party and 
trade-union organizations and economic managers should manifest genuine interest in 
the establishment and development of subsidiary farms and in the organization of 
their efficient operation. After all, this important work is directly connected 
with the satisfaction of the workers’ growing needs. 


Tens of thousands of subsidiary farms now operate in the country. However, there 
is no basis for complacency. Many such farms represent small hothouses giving a 
small “addition” to the workers’ table. A number of ministries, including the 
Ministry of Heavy and Transport Machine Building, the Ministry of Construction of 
Heavy Industry Enterprises and the Ministry of Electrical Equipment Industry and 
Power Machine Building, having good capabilities for the development of agricul- 
tural shops, poorly handle this section of the economy. Among machine builders 
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almost one-third of the plants do not have subsidiary farms. This matter is ham 
pered by the idea prevalent here and there that such subdivisions represent an un- 
necessary burden for enterprises. It is time that local party and trade-union conm- 
mittees more strictly make managers responsible for the development of agricultural 
shops and place the fulfillment of the corresponding party and government decision 
under unabated supervision. 


At the same time, it is necessary to create favorable conditions for the work of 
subsidiary farms and to remove organizational barriers from the path of their de- 
velopment. The collectives of industrial enterprises and various organizations and 
institutions, where there are no agricultural specialists, need constant and effi- 
cient assistance on the part of local bodies. Skilled agronomists and animal spe- 
cialists mst help industrial workers to organize an efficient utilization of land 
areas and the feeding and care of animals on subsidiary farms. Unfortunately, lo- 
cal soviets and agricultural services as yet do not pay proper attention to them 
everywhere, considering the needs of agricultural shops secondary. 


At times the problem of allocation of plots from state land resources for enter- 
prises is solved for many months. Or they are allocated in such remote and swampy 
places that the cultivation of areas and care of crops require excessively great 
efforts. Some plants and factories cannot establish agricultural shops separately. 
What is the way out? Practice shows that in these cases it is advisable to estab- 
lish subsidiary farms on a share basis with the participation of several collec- 
tives. Such a form of organization of rural shops deserves a more active popula- 
rization. 


The problem of fodder for subsidiary stock raising farms is especially acute in 
many places. However, in this respect as well considerable experience has already 
been accumulated. For example, 7,000 hogs are annually fattened in the Voroshilov- 
grad Diesel Engine Construction Plant Association. The level of production costs 
ensures the agricultural shop's profitability. Food waste is salvaged. Its col- 
lection is organized very carefully in the plant's food blocks, as well as in city 
restaurants. Enterprises procure hay and store silage. In brief, potentials ex- 
ist everywhere, but they mst be utilized efficiently. 


Some managers, fully counting on mixed feed from state bins, do not procure much 
green fodder, missing the time favorable for such work. But it is precisely now 
that it is necessary to ensure their necessary stock, skillfully utilizing every 
section of hayfields. For example, how is work organized at the Leningrad Optical 
Instrument Association? Hundreds of its workers, spending their leaves at their 
own boarding house, take up the scythe. The subsidiary farm located in direct 
proximity to the boarding house, tent city and pioneer camp of the association has 
long become a reliable supplier of milk, meat and vegetables for the table of the 
collective's workers and their children vacationing there. This experience de- 
serves wide support. 


In the editorial mail of PRAVDA there are many letters about the insufficient at- 
tention to subsidiary farms on the part of the local bodies of the USSR State Com- 
mittee for Supply of Production Equipment for Agriculture. On the basis of depart- 
mental interests alone under all pretexts they reduce the supply of machinery and 
equipment for agricultural shops and at times do not allocate them at all. The 











subdivisions of the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources are also 
sparing of attention. In the opinion of specialists material and technical re- 
sources for subsidiary shops should be provided in a separate paragraph in state 
plens. This will relieve them of the position of stepsons and will open up clear 
prospects for development. 


The subsidiary agricultural shops of enterprises, organizations and institutions 

are of great public importance. They will provide assistance in the fulfillment 

of the country's food program. Concern for their development is a party affair. 

Party and trade-union committees and economic managers mst increase their atten- 
to this section of the economy and more fully utilize the resources for an in- 

crease in the production of food products. 


Comment by RSFSR Gosplan Aide

/Text/ Enterprises, organizations and institutions in the Rus- 
sian Federation now have tens of thousands of subsidiary farms. 
How are they developing? What are their achievements? Do they 
have difficulties? What assistance is provided for them? A. A. 
Kamenev, first deputy chairman of the RSFSR Gosplan, who made a 
report at a meeting of the Presidium of the Council of Ministers, 
discussed this with our correspondent in an interview. 


"After the issue of the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council 
of Ministers 'On Subsidiary Farms of Enterprises, Organizations and Institutions’ 
in December 1978, in addition, 2,800 such farms were organized in the Russian Fed- 
eration," said Al'bert Aleksandrovich. “Plots of land, whose total area is 735,000 
hectares, were allocated for them. Basically, they include unsuitable fields, the 
land of state forest resources and so forth. Kolkhozes and sovkhozes transferred 
more than 11,000 head of young cattle, 35,000 hogs and about 3,000 sheep to sub- 
sidiary farms. 


"The main thing to which special attention was drawn during the organization of 
subsidiary farms was the provision of livestock with its ow fodder. It is import- 
ant to use local resources maximally. The main significance of the activity of 
such farms lies in this. Many have attained good results. Last year alone the 
subsidiary farms of enterprises produced 282,000 tons of vegetables, which, as 
compared with 1978, was 47 percent more, almost « million tons of potatoes, or 74 
percent more, and 229,000 tons of meat. Milk and egg production increased con- 
siderably. Many utilize land efficiently and grow high harvests. The products 
obtained are used for public dining. As a result, the need of some enterprises 

for vegetables, potatoes and milk is met fully. 


"However, the following task is set: All subsidiary farms without exception mst 
secome exemplary. This was especially stressed at the meeting of the Presidium of 
the RSFSR Council of Ministers. Very extensive work is still ahead here. First 
of all, it is necessary to see to it that every hectare of land has a good yield 
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and every farm, a high productivity. Work on the organization of subsidiary farms 
and increase in the production of products in Belgorodskaya, Orlovskaya and Oren- 
burgskaya oblasts is still developing slowly. The ministries of light, textile and 
fuel industry and of motor transport are solving these problems inefficiently. 


"“Kolkhozes and sovkhozes are called upon to intensify their assistance to subsid- 
iary farms. In what should it consist? Im the provision of varietal seeds and 


pedigree livestock, in the delivery of young animals and poultry and in agronomical 
and zootechnical services."
